DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oprescu 
(US 5394556). 

Regarding claims 1, 6, 11, 16-17, Oprescu discloses a controller device, data 
bus, and target devices (col.3, lines 52-65), with controller device comprising first 
command generating means generating a first reserve command for inhibiting any one 
of said target devices from getting accessed by another controller device or by any 
other target device (col.1 1 , lines 46-49), second command generating means for 
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reserving a target device so reserved target device is allowed to accept a specific 
command transferred from at least another target device (col.1 1 , lines 49-53, col. 12, 
lines 58-66), third means for generating a bus reset command and transmitting means 
(col. 6, lines 54-56), wherein each target device comprises receiving means and judging 
means (col.1 1 , lines 49-55), means for validating the first reserve command (col.1 1 , line 
43) upon elapse of a first predetermined time (col.1 1 , lines 40-41), and validating the 
second reserve command (col.1 1 , lines 43-52) , said second time being shorter than 
said first predetermined time (col.1 1 .lines 42-44, col. 12, lines 1-5). 

Regarding claims 2-3, 7-8, 12-13, Oprescu further discloses said specific 
command transferred between the target devices provides authentication and identifies 
attributes (col.4, lines 21-26). 

Regarding claims 4, 9, and 14, Oprescu further discloses the communication as 
in compliance with IEEE 1394 (col.1, lines 59-61). 

Regarding claims 5, 10, and 15, Oprescu further discloses operating means 
selecting either said first or second command for transmission (col.1 1 , lines 46-49). 

Therefore Oprescu discloses the claimed invention. 



Conclusion 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Humpleman (US 6546419) discloses a particular embodiment 
wherein control is arbitrated for target devices. Shteyn (US 6199136) discloses a 
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particular embodiment wherein a Havi network is employed. Dara-Abrams (US 
6259707) discloses a different control arbitration. Also, the "5C Digital Transmission 
Content Protection White Paper" discloses means of incorporating digital authentication 
in a data stream.
